2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 
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Claims 1, 2, 4-12, 16, 17 and 19-23 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being 
anticipated by Peek, '125. 

Note the upper bell at 32 with a waist at 34 and lower bell below the waist 
transitioning in to label mounting area 52,54. Note also the circumferential rings 66 and 
266. The vacuum panels 44 have islands at 70, as claimed. The recessed portion will 
inherently flex in response to vacuum as is well-known in the art. The features 
inherently enhance top load strength and resist ovalization in the manner well-known in 
the art. 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 24-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Peek for the reasons set forth above. 

To adjust the dimensions of a bottle according to it's desired size and capacity is 
well-known in the art and to have done so with the bottle of Peek would have been most 
obvious. 

4. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
reference as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Tobias et al '221, cited by 
applicants. 

To have merely provided the dome with a logo would have been obvious in view 
of such teaching by Tobias et al. 
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5. Claims 13-15 and 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over the reference as applied to claims 4 and 24 above, and further in view of Ogg et al 
'433. 

To have formed the islands of the same width as the label mounting are to 
support the label would have been obvious in view of such teaching by Ogg et al. 
Moreover to have adjusted the vacuum panel and dome height would have been 
obvious in view of such teaching by Ogg et al. 

6. Claim 18 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
reference as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Krishnakumar et al '834, 
cited by applicants. 

To have formed the bottle to hold 20 ounces of fluid would have been obvious in 
view of such teaching by Krishnakumar et al. 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 

applicant's disclosure. Krishnakumar et al, Ota et al, Bretz et al and Eberle et al show 

other containers with dome constructions.
